Acceptance 


The New York Express of the 29lh 


says: It was rumored to-day that Gen- 
eral Hancock'a letter of 
acceptance

I his letter would not be furnished to-day. 
It is believed that the issuance of the 
letter only awaits the arrival of a copy 
of Mr. English's, so that both can be is- 
sued simultaneously. The Express re- 
ports this afternoon that it learned that 
General Hancock's letter had been ready 
and in print for several days. It is un- 
derstood to be short. From persons be- 
lieved to have a general knowledge of 
its substance it is gathered, that its 
chief points are: 


First—That the President's duties are 


chiefly executive, and that the President 
must obey the Constitution as the su- 
ijreuie law of the laud, aud obey and en- 
iorce the laws of Congress, whose duly 
t is to repeal laws when it is fonud that 
they bnve become obnoxious. 


Second—That the political results of 


the war must be accepted and upheld in 
;ood faith. The constitutional amend- 
ments and laws en icted in pursuance 
thereof must be fully respected. 


Third—The 
broadest 
Democratic 


ground will be taken on the Chinese 
question, that Columbia is the asylum 
aid home of the oppressed of ail lands, 
but she will not toleiate the enslavement 
of labor in any form, whether by for- 
eign or local contract.

We bare received, says the London 


Globe, a copy of a circular which it is 
intended to issue on the subject of ju- 
dicial punishments in China, as admin- 
istered at the present time by tbe "mix- 
ed courts" at Soiingbui. The writer 
has had much experience of the practice 
now subsisting m China with regard to 
judicial cases, and especially to crimi- 
nal offences; and he points out the bar- 
barity of the style'-in which the penal 
code is interpreted by the mandarins 
and their European assessors. Tbe 
most objectionable of all the penalties 
imposed is perhaps, that of IfSiig im- 
prisonment, for the state of the Chinese 
prisons appears to be such as to en- 
danger the life of any person confined 
in them. This, however, is not a sub- 
ject which could so easily be made tbe 
subject of remonstrance us the punish- 
ments, which are in their very nature 
cruel and capable of being included 
under the category of tortures. Among 
the latter are the cangue, or huge wood- 
on collar, which criminals are ofter con- 
demned to wear for several weeks, and 
•whipping or rather beating, which is 
pres tribed freely for comparatively tri- 
tJin(> offences. In order to extort con- 
fession culprits are struck repeatedly on 
the month and face, uud alter they ure 
convicted they are constantly doomed to 


i receive as many as two or tbree hun- 
dred and occasionally eveu four hun- 
dred strokes. Tlie blows are given, not 
with a rut but with a bamboo, which, 
in tbe writer's opinion, is a much more 
formidable weapon; as it tears and mu- 
tilates tbe flesh. It is suggested that 
in the 4e mixed courts, where European 
consular officials sit side by side with 
the inuuduiin, it would be better to 
adopt a penal code in accordance with 
civilized usage, rather than to usiiim- 
litte tbe proceeding J and sentences to 
those prevailing in China. With (he 
doings of a purely native court we have, 
of course, uo right and should have uo 
IIOWKJT to interfere. 
But tlie mixed Iri- 


bumtl btuuds on quite another tooting, 
and it does certainly jeetu advisable 
thut a reformed practice should be in- 
troduced, so as to free this country from 
the appearance of countenancing an 
odious judicial system.
